If on a hot day, when the snn has 
been beating down.on the tobacco plants, 
a sndden thunder shower should come 
np and sprinkle the leaves with the im-^ 
mense drops of rain so common in Cuba, 
and it should then ‘ suddenly clear up, 
the snn coming out brightly again, the 
drops of water on the leaves will act„.as 
lenses and concentrate the sun’s rays, 
which burn the little specks upon; the 
tobacco. 

The tobacco must be ripe in order that 
the snn may give this effect. On account 
of the great selling capacity of this sort 
of wrapper, these spots are made on the 
cheaper brands by chemical means,— 
London Standard*

LETTER PROM NEW MEXICO- 


Dear Editor; 

My only excuse for the delay 
in sending this letter is the accu¬ 
mulation of school work which has 
occupied all my leisure time. The 
first term of the year closes next 
Wednesday, and we have a recess 
until the following Monday. In 
my last letter I promised to tell 
you something of my school in 
this. 

The morning following my arri¬ 
val I was requested to go over to 
the College and sit with some pu¬ 
pils who were taking examinations. 
This I was pleased to do as it gave 
me the chance to meet several of 
the Profs, and to look over the Col¬ 
lege building a little. 

The College is a large two story 
brick (not adobe) building, with a 
basement containing several rooms 
used for recitation, the laboratory, 
etc. 

On the first floor may be found 
the Library, consisting of about 
4,pOO volumes, as well as nearly all 
the leading periodicals of the day, 
also the daily papers. The Presi¬ 
dent’s office is on this floor, also 
three large recitation rooms. \ On 
the upper floor is McFie Hall, 
made into three rooms by movable 
partitions and used by students and 
teachers of the Preparatory De¬ 
partment. Vice Tres. Owen’s 
room, also the room used by the 
Telegraphy Department is on this 
floor. 

There are nine professors and 
eight instructors and assistants 
connected with the College. 

The school numbers some over 
100 pupils, many of them coming 
from five, six, and even seven 
miles, and nearly all at least two 
miles, so many of the boys come 
on horseback. It was.quite an in¬ 
teresting sight to me at first to see 
some eight or ten come galloping 
into the grounds together, and pas¬ 
sing to the back of the College, 
where is a long row of sheds for 
the horses, which may be rented at 
twenty-five cents each per term. 

I find the students all very nice 
and polite, but as"a rule much older 
than pupils of the same grade in 
the east. But the work and privi¬ 
leges of this College will compare 
very favorably' with like institu¬ 
tions in New England. 

We have many Mexican students 
'butc.the majority are white. 

My special work is as follows: 
From S.30 to 12.10 work in the Pre¬ 
paratory Department. From 1.15 
to 1.30, daily, I have all of the 
young ladies, thirty-nine in num¬ 
ber, in Physical Culture, and a 
class more delighted with the jvork 
I have never seen ; and the inter¬ 
est continues. I .also have four 
classes each week in Elocution, 
consisting of all the College and 
Preparatory students; 

There is a nice Literary Society 
cohnected with the College, whiefi 
meets every Friday afternoon; and 
it would have pleased me very 
much could the Gould Academy 
Literary Society have been present 
at the exercises last Friday; 1 as¬ 
sure you they were of nh mean or¬ 
der. 

There are two fine tennis courts 
and we have this advantage over 
you poor mortals in the" east; we 
can play all winter long; There is 
quite a fine Base Ball team, and a 
strong Foot Ball team ; most.of the 
time is given to Foot Ball practice 
now, for they expect to have a con¬ 
test with the El Paso team Christ¬ 
mas day. In April we have a 
Field day. So you see we are not 
behind the east in athletic spelts 
any more than in intellectual abili¬ 
ty- . . 

I intended to tell you of the Mex¬ 
ican. his habits, etc., in this letter, 
but it will take too much space.

This information was pecu¬ 
liarly gratifying. Hen ow began to pre¬ 
pare his gun for the sport, drawing a 
charge of shot, and putting in its place 
a brace of halls. 

“Now ready,” he said, “now we go.” 

I felt anxious to have a shot at these 
roamers of the forest, and asked the old 
fellow to grant me the privilege of try¬ 
ing my skill. He looked upon me doubt- i 
ingly, and replied, “hutok run—he see 
you—he hear bushes crack—me lead you 
where you see him a good ways off.”

Boston. Nov. 27. —The butter market has 
a firmer tendency. This is. based more on 
the reports from outside market., than on. 
any business, here, though receivers 
cleaned, up Better last week than the week 
previous, and strictly fine quality Is. in 
■ light supply. Trade is very slow, and is 
likely to continue so for the remainder of 
the, week, as turkeys are the great attrac¬ 
tion. Alt the produce dealers, have more 
or less poultry consigned to them, aud; 
they must attend to working that off to 
the neglect of everything else. 

The outlook is favorable for freSt made 
winter creamery If the quality Is main¬ 
tained. A slight advance may b ■ obtained 
until there is. a larger supply,, but the situ- 
atioudoesnof warrant a material rise. The 
moderately low prices so far this year have 
induced a targe consumption, and future 
values should, be as near the past lines as 
possible. 

Of course: if there should; be a real scarc¬ 
ity prices will; take their natural course, 
and:the law of supply and demand will 
; rule. But alt attempts to manipulate or 
force prices,should be discountenanced. 

Northern extra creamery continues: to he 
. quoted at 2214 to 23 cents, and western at 
21 to 22 cents, but few sales: are made. 
The advance in New York and at the west 
had a strengthening effect on fine fresh 
creamery, but that was all. 

Cheese. 

Tame and weak is the condition of the 
cheese’ market. No strong advices from 
any section, and the, outlook is not en 
couragiug for much of a start this year. 

Choice northern twins: are not offered 
under 1114 to 11)4 cents, but only smalt 
sales can be made at these figures. A 
forced sale could, hardly be made at over 
11 cents Large- singles are held at 10J4 
to 11 cents, bat few buyers are willing: to 
pay over 10)4. cents. 

Other Produce. 

Strictly fresh eggs have been in fair de¬ 
mand at 22: to. 23 cents, and special marks 
at 23 % to 24 cents. Refrigerator Stock 
slow ad IS to 16)4 cents, owing to the mild* 
weather. 

The poultry trade is fairly active. For 
the bulk of the northern turkeys, 15 to 16 
cents a pound is the ruling- rate. This in¬ 
cludes good to choice. Some fancy selec¬ 
tions sell at 17 to 18 cents, and some poor 
lots 12 to 14 cents. Most of the northern 
’turkeys this year are of a uniform grade, 
and average better than last year. West¬ 
ern turkeys soldmostly at 12 to. 14 cents, 
but a few lots sold at 15 cents. Northern 
chickens, 12 10 16 cents, and western 9 to 
13 cents. The mild weather was not good 
for trade. 

Beans, potatoes, and all kinds of vege¬ 
tables continue quiet, with no change in 
prices. Although, receipts of prices have 
been falling off, the market is well sup¬ 
plied, and 35 cents a bushel continues to, 
be a top price.

How One Aran Makes a Living by Buying 

■ Canadian Money. 

All through that part of the country 
(northern Ohio) there is a discount of 20 
cents on every Canadian dollar. Of 
course Canadian, money is not as much 
in circulation as is the legal tender of 
the United States, but there was enough 
for his purpose. A man advertised in all 
surrounding country towns that he 
would redeem Canadian money for 90 
cents on the dollar. It was some time 
before he had any results from this ad¬ 
vertising. It was. like the man who 
stood on London bridge at midnight and 
offered to give away sovereigns. People 
laughed at him. The farmers were shy. 
They thought it was a swindling game 
of. some kind and left him severely 
alone. One day a man came in with $10 
Canadian money. It was of all shapes 
and sizes from the 5 cent piece that 
looks like a dime to a dollar bill drawn 
on the Bank of Montreal. If he’had 
spent it, he could have secured $8 worth 
of goods for it. My man gave him nine 
big silver dollars in United States mon¬ 
ey for it. Before the week was out he 
had exchanged United States dollars for 
$250 worth of Canadian money. This 
would give him a profitof $25 wherever 
Canada money is as good as our own. 

Prom that time on the business grad¬ 
ually increased, until today he averages 
about $150 a week. Instead of having 
the farmers come to him he goes to 
them and buys thesir accumulated sav¬ 
ings of Canada coin. They are all his 
customers and know him well iu the five 
years they have done business together. 
“Are you not afraid of competition in 
your business in case it becomes gener¬ 
ally known;” I asked. “No,” said he, 
s “you see,: it requires a comparatively 
large amount * of money as a starting 
capital. Then I have to have men in the 
: frontier cities who will give me United 
States money for my Canada currency. 

I generally take a trip twice a year to 
Detroit, Cleveland, Chicago and Buffalo, 
where I make these exchanges. All this 
requires years of preparation, and no 
outsider could step in and make ex¬ 
changes with my patrons, as they have 
all the money they can handle now, 
even at a 2 per cent commission on the 
dollar. ”—Buffalo Express.

INSECTS AND CONTAGION. 

The Damage That Can Be Bone Even by 
a Gnat’s Sting. 

It is generally understood that the 
stings of some insects are essentially 
poisonous in a greater or less degree, 
and must therefore be early and care¬ 
fully treated. Pain alone in such cases 
will suffice for a danger signal, and few 
when thus warned would care to 
neglect the puncture madehy a.hornet, 
a wasp, or even a bee. The fact that 
other insects, like some species of fly, 
are capable of equal or ‘ even greater 
mischief, says the London Lancet, is not 
so commonly known as it ought to he. 
The recent death of a woman at Kings¬ 
ton from septic erysipelas thus caused 
maybe quoted in illustration. In ac¬ 
counting for such occurrences two 
points are specially noteworthy—name¬ 
ly, the condition of health of the per¬ 
son attached and the previous habitat 
of the assailant. 

In no case probably is it possible to 
define exactly the influence exercised 
by each, of these contributing factors. 
This much we know, however, that no 
matter how trivial or how great the ef¬ 
fect of the conveyed poison, it is much 
enhanced by all conditions of weak¬ 
ness or blood impurity existing in the 
sufferer. A mere midge or gnat bite in 
one person will prove almost as serious 
in its effect as a septic wound in an¬ 
other. There are in the system all the 
material for a conflagration, and a 
spark might light it up as well as a fire¬ 
brand. The habits of insects afford a 
clew to the seeming vagary of their oc¬ 
casional and accidental virulence. The 
sting of the’ mandibles, which perhaps 
are buried an hour previous in some 
putrid sore, excreta or offal, cannot 
penetrate a living tissue without leav¬ 
ing in it something of the same putrid 
character. It is safer, therefore, for a 
medical practitioner to regard each and 
every injury of this kind, however 
slight, as a possible source of illness, 
and at once to contrive its relief by 
poulticing antiseptic compresses or like 


USES FOR COCOANUT. 

Florida Has Several Promising; Planta¬ 
tions of This Tropical Fruit. 

Quite a number of tropical nuts have 
recently been introduced into cultiva¬ 
tion in this country. Already on the 
east coast of Florida are growing two 
hundred and fifty-thousand cocoanut 
trees, forty-two thousand being in one 
plantation. It is believed that the first 
trees of this kind in that state sprouted 
from the nuts bi ought from Central 
America and the West Indies by the 
gulf stream. At Key West and about . 
some of the old forts eocoanuts were 
planted at an early day, as certain 
ancient trees now standing bear wit- 
’ness. In 1877 a bark freighted with 
coeoanuts was caught in a storm off 
the coast of Florida and beached near 
Lake Worth. Several thousand of 
the nuts were saved and planted, the 
satisfactory growth of the seedlings 
giving an impetus to cultivation. 

The word cocoanut is derived from 
the Portugese “coco,” meaning monkey, 
because the base resembles a monkey’s 
face. The tree was known to the peo¬ 
ple of Ceylon as early as 160 B. C., the 
milk being used bv them for making 
cement. The cocoanut is one of the 
most useful of plants—root, trunk, leaf, 
sap and nut are made to yield tribute 
to man. The fiber of the husk furnishes 
excellent yarn, and is preferred to 
horsehair for stuffing beds, cushions, 
chairs and saddles.. It is stronger and 
more elastic than hemp. The Poly¬ 
nesians twist small cords of this fiber, 
which serve in the construction of 
houses and canoes where Europeans 
would employ nails. The green nuts 
are grated for medicinal use. Grated 
cocoanut forms an ingredient of the 
East Indian condiment curry. In the 
Maidive islands labor is usually paid 
for in coeoanuts. 

-TURNING HOUSES INTO GOLD. 

Deserted Buildings Were Made of Ore and 
Are Now Smelted. 

Among the greatest mines of Arizona 
was the Vulture, now the property of 
H. A. W. Tabor. It is fifteen miles 
southwest of Wickenburg, whence the 
ores were taken by wagons to be milled 
on the bank of the Hassayampa. 

The mine produced over ten million 
dollars in gold, and the richest ore was 
found on the surface. Of course, in the 
early days nothing save the best was 
milled, and in the great waste dumps 
around the mine was found the build¬ 
ing material for the town of Vulture. 

The mine worked on- for a score of 
years without varying fortune, the 
town maintatning a large population, 
when the pipe line from the Hassayam¬ 
pa was washed away by the flpod that 
followed the breaking of the Walnut 
Grove dam, the one-hundred stamp 
mill was closed down and the camp 
was deserted. 

Three years ago T. E. Farish secured 
a two-years’ lease of the property, fit¬ 
ted up ten of the stamps, put in a gas¬ 
oline engine, got- his water out of the 
mine and started to “cayoting” on the 
lower levels. Near the end of his lease 
he ran out of really good ore. 

In this extremity, says the Denver 
Republican,, he bethought himself of 
the scores of tenantless houses. Every¬ 
one was constructed of free milling 
iron oxide gold ore, and specimens 
chipped from the corners assayed an 
average of twenty dollars to the ton.'* 
The last three months his stamp mill 
ran solely upon building material, 
much to the profit of its owner. 

MEN OF STONE. 

Queer Figures Seen.lJpoii the Superstitious 
Mountains. 

Among the natural wonders of’the 
,southwestern portion of this country 
are the Superstitious mo!7li tains, which 
loom up from the arid desert to the east 
of the Salt river valley. 

These mountains, says Golden Days, 
are so curious that, as long as Arizona 
has been settled, the Indians will have 
, nothing to do with them. In conse¬ 
quence they are full of deer, bear and 
other big game. The Superstitious 
mountains rise out of the level surface 
of the desert like the pyramids of 
Egypt. 

On the crest of this unique range, and 
in full view of the rarified’atmosphere 
for an immense distance from ^the 
plain, are hundreds of queer figures, 
representing men in all attitudes. 
When you look first you are sure they 
are men, and when you turn your gaze 
again to them, you are as absolutely 
certain of it as you can be of anything. 

They represent ball throwers, out¬ 
looks, mere viewers of the country 
round about, men recumbent and con¬ 
templative, others starting on a foot- 
race. and in every cfinceivable posture 
and position. They are not real flesh 
and blood men, however—nothing but 
stone syenite—yet nothing, can con¬ 
vince the Indians and some white men 
that they are-not genuine. They say 
they arq real mortals turned to stone, 
petrified by the peculiar condition of 
tlie air on the mountains. 

This belief has grown but of an 
Apache legend, handed down for hun¬ 
dreds of years. They have it that an 
ancient chief, who had learned of the 
curious character of the Superstitious 
mou ntains, forbade any of his people to 
go there. A large band, however, one 
day 1 1 iscoveretl a way to got in by a pre- 
eipitous route, and finally reached the 
top. It resulted as the chief had said, 
and they never got down alive.

THE WEALTH OF NATIONS. 

White America Is the (Richest, France Is 
Richer Per Capita. 

The United States is the richest coun¬ 
try in the world, according to M. - G. 
Francois, the eminent French statisti- 
:ion, who has been making a careful 
Itndy of the wealth of nineteen of the 
principal nations of the globe. It will 
interest penniless people to know that 
this calculator estimates the riches of 
this country at 313,000,000,000 francs, or 
-droning 5 francs to the dollar, nearly 
„a5,000,000,000, says the New York 
Wot Id. 

England is the next with 265,000,000,- 
100 francs and France the third in line, 
being tlie possessor of 225,000,000,000. 
Germany’s fortune is considerably less 
—only 161,000,000,000; and the Russian 
. empire, though far more vast, is con¬ 
siderably poorer, with but 12,000,000,- 
000 . 

Three states possess more than 50,- 
100,000,000 and less than 100,000,000,000 
each. . Austro-Hnngary, 82,000,000,000; 
■Spain, 63,000,000.000, and Italy, 54,000,- 
00,000. The fortunes of the eleven 
fisher countries vary between 3,000,000,- 
000 and 34,000,000,000 francs. 

The actual amount of money pos¬ 
sessed by the various nations hears but 
a feeble proportion to the above figures 
of national wealth. The Bank of 
France for example, is responsible for 
only about 6,500,000,000 francs, or a lit¬ 
tle less than 3 per cent, of the total for¬ 
tune of that country, while other coun- 
ti-ios have still less cash in their pock¬ 
ets or strong boxes, for France has the 
greatest per capita wealth of any coun¬ 
try in tlie world. 

HE READ THE MESSAGE. 

But the Drue Clerk’s Translation of the 
Telegram Was Not Correct.

One of .them had received 
a telegram, says tlie Cincinnati Tribune, 
and lie was making a great effort to 
read it.

“Let me see. Ah, I have it. Drug 
clerks can read most any kind of writ¬ 
ing.

They went to the nearest pharmacy 
and handed the message to the pre-- 
seription cleric. Before an explanation 
could be made, he darted in the rear of 
the shop and disappeared behind a 
screen. 

After an absence of fifteen minutes, 
during which time both men had grown 
very restless, the clerk appeared, and 
as he handed the bottle to one of the 
men, he said:

Those persons who profess to believe 
that among the poorer and - more ig¬ 
norant classes art is not appreciated 
should note the fact that when some 
years ago Toynbee ball, London, held 
an exhibition of paintings for the 
dwellers in Whitechapel no less than 
50,000 visited in five weeks. The ex¬ 
periment was tried in New York in 
1S00, and in forty-one days the exhibi¬ 
tion was visited by over 30,000 persons. 
/The next year 50,000 came in six weeks, 
and this year the attendance for thirty- 
three days was 105,696. 

THIRTY- DOLLARS A SEAT. 

What Sedate Philadelphians Paid to See 
- Their Actors Play. 

Playgoers growl at the' price of seats 
in the theater to-day, but let them read 
what was charged in Philadelphia at 
one time, as told in the interesting new 
volume'of stage reminiscence, “Shake¬ 
speare’s Heroines on the Stage,” and 
then rest content. The story is told in 
these words, in the book: 

“In ’1769, at Annapolis, ‘The Mer¬ 
chant of Venice’ was produced by the 
New American company, with Mrs. Os : 
borne, the heavy tragedy actress, as 
j the heroinA The curtain rang up at 
( six p. m. in the ‘new’ playhouse. Gen¬ 
tlemen who desired to pay out five 
shillings sat, perforce,' in the pit or 
upper boxes; those who could afford 
seven shillings sixpence chose the more 
fashionable ’lower boxes. Some of 
the cheaper seats - were not easy Of 
access, if we may judge by this adver¬ 
tisement in the paper of the day: ‘Up- 
.per boxes are now preparing, the pas- j 
sage to„which must he from the stage; -j 
it is, therefore, hoped such gentlemen 
and - ladies as choose to fix on these 
seats Will come before the play begins, 
as it is not possible they can be ad¬ 
mitted after the curtain is drawn up.’ 

“As forthecOst of going to the theater 
in the New Yorlc playhouse at thistime, 
that ran lower; gallery seats there sold 
for two shillings each, pit seats for 
four shillings, and the boxes, of which 
there were ten, for five shillings. These 
prices, however, were apparently very 
moderate (whether they were in New 
York shillings or sterling shillings) 
compared with the prices at the Phila¬ 
delphia theater in 1780, when fifteen 
dollars was charged for the: admission 
of a child, twenty dollars for a gallery 
seat, thirty dollars for admission to the 
pit and forty, dollars for a box; but 
these later prices, it may be added, 
were in continental money.”

‘“Now, major,’ said the spokesman, 
‘we have found that the property may¬ 
be worth something?

“ ‘Two hundred and fifty thousand,’ 
said I.” 

“ ‘That is more, than we expected to 
pay. We expected to pay about two 
hundred. There is aot much difference 
between two hundred and two hundred 
and fifty. If you will drop the fifty we 
will take it. ’ 

“I had expected to get about a hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars for the property, 
so with a show of reluctance I agreed 
to accept their offer. When the papers 
were made out I was surprised to learn 
that they had been talking about 
pounds and I about dollars, but I was 
very careful not to let my surprise, leak 
out, and that is the way I got a million 
dollars for the mine. Great people to 
do business with.” 

QJJEER THINGS IN TEXAS. 

Sun, AVoou and Air Act Strangely to 
Northern Eyes.

One may take 
a severe cold, and in a day it is gone. 
The severest fevers usually vauish in a 
day. One may get his feet wet, or may 
be thoroughly drenched in a rain, with¬ 
out evil effects except to his clothing. 

JERSEY ClITY’S CHARON. 

Ferries You Over “The Gap,” and, Elko the 

Styx Boatman, Gets Your Obolus First. 

Tlie shortest of all ferries, and one the 
ordinary New Yorker only stumbles 
across through some untoward circum¬ 
stance, is that at “The Gap,” between 
Communipaw and Jersey City, says the 
New York Herald. 

Go to Communipaw and then ask 
some one how to get to Jersey City, and 
’the chances are that you will be told to 
return to New York and take another 
ferry. But if your informant be a train¬ 
man, particularly a Leliigh Valley man, 
he will tell you to risk your life by 
crossing the tracks of a great railroad 
system, walking two hundred yards 
and finding the shortest of ferries. * 

There you will find a great wide row¬ 
boat, a solemn visaged man and about 
fifty yards of unbridged water. The 
fare is two cents. He of the solemn 
visage collects it before he leaves the 
Communipaw side. He does not row; he 
sculls and propels the boat with a sin¬ 
gle oar from the stern. Sometimes be 
earns thirty cents on one passage. 

He is -a great admirer of the Penn¬ 
sylvania railroad as an upright and ad¬ 
mirable corporation. Some time ago it 
was proposed to bridge the gap. The 
Pennsylvania objected.. But for that 
were Charon’s occupation gone. 

So now he swears by the Pennsyl¬ 
vania and at the Lehigh Valley, for the 
employes of the last named railroad 
have a ferry of their own.

AMONG TOYMAKERS. 

Miss Amelia B. Edwards Tells of What She 
Saw in the Homes of St. Ulrich. - 

In her story of the toymakers of the 
Tyrol, Miss Amelia B. Edwards, in her 
“Untrodden Peaks,” mentions many an 
interesting- visit to the homes of the 
working people of St. Ulrich, where so 
many toys are made. 

“In one house,” runs the account, 
“we found an old, old woman at work, 
Magdalena Paldauf hy name. She 
carved cats, dogs, wolves, Sheep,* goats 
and elephants. She has made these six 
animals her whole life long, and she 
has no idea how to cut anything else. 
She makes them in two sizes, and she 
turns out as nearly as possible a thou¬ 
sand of them a year. She has no model 
or drawing of any kind to work by, but 
goes on steadily, unerringly, using 
gouges of different sizes and shaping 
out her cats, dogs, wolves, sheep, goats 
and elephants with an ease and an 
amount of truth to nature that would 
be clever if it were not utterly mechan¬ 
ical. Magdalena Paldauf learned from 
her mother how to carve these six ani¬ 
mals, and her mother had learned, in 
like manner, from her grandmother. 
Magdalena has now taught the art to 
her own granddaughter; and so it will 
go on being transmitted for' genera¬ 
tions.” ‘ 

In another house Miss Edwards found 
the whole family carving skulls and 
erossbones for fixing at the bases of 
crucifixes, for the wood carving of 
Grodner Thai is religious in its nature 
as well as amusing. In other houses 
there were families that carved rock¬ 
ing horses or dolls or other toys, and in 
still other houses there were families 
of painters. 

“‘In one house,” says the gifted 
authoress, “we found about a dozen 
girls ’painting gray horses with black 
points. In another house they painted 
only red horses with white points. It 
is a separate branch of the trade to 
paint saddles and headgear. A good 
hand will paint twelve dozen horses a 
day, each horse being about one foot in 
length, and for these she is paid fifty- 
five soldi, or about two shillings three 
pence English.” 

THE HORSELESS AGE. 

Eleetrlclty Will Noon Drlva the Useful 
Auimal Oil the Street. 

Dr. Chauncey M. Depew, who was 
asked whether ’ he thought, the horse 
was doomed, said; “I imagine that, one 
fine morning we will wake up with ap¬ 
paratus ready to take us to our offices 
by an automobile carriage, or, per¬ 
chance. through the air. But in spite 
of my full belief in the electric carriage 
of the future I doubt whether the serv¬ 
ices of the horse will ever be entirely 
dispensed with. I cannot conceive oiir 
active Americans adapting themselves 
to the pursuit of pleasure in .carriages 
moved by electricity or by any other 
kind 'of motor but the horse. What 
has made the bicycle so universally 
popular hut the one fact that it per¬ 
mits of action on the part of the rider, 
that it affords excitement? For similar 
reasons the Carriage horse will al¬ 
ways have friends and admirers; his 
style, action and movement cannot he 
duplicated- or imitated. As to the 
ordinary everyday horse, he, is: certain¬ 
ly doomed. The extent to which elect 
tricity has -discredited , and replaced 
him is exemplified by the fact that it 
no longer pays . to breed- horses that 
i command but a moderate price.”*
